TOKYO, Thursday, Nov. 23. 
(UP)—South Korean troops 
raced through the coffin cor- 
ner of Northeast Korea Thurs- 
day behind a rolling barrage 
of U. S. air strikes and naval 
gunfire, closing in on the big 
port of Chongjin, 55 miles 
south of the Russian border. 
The Communists broke and ran 
below Chongjin. They apparently 
wrote off Korea’s northernmost 
major port city, and perhaps with 
it the whole jutting corner of 
Korea cut off by the U. S. drive 
to the Manchurian border. Front 
reports said the South Koreans 
expected to reach Chongjin by 
nightfall. 
An uneasy truce on the north- 
western front permitted American 
soldiers and their allies to clamber 
out of their foxholes and stuff 
themselves with Thanksgiving 
turkey and the trimmings. 
Military spokesmen only par- 
tially explained the tense lull 
on the western front, whete a 
100,000-man Chinese and North 
Korean army was dug in across 
the highways to the Yalu river. 
The last great battle of the Korean 
war appeared to be brewing there, 
But the allied commanders 
faced the prospect that another 
drive toward the Manchurian 
frontier would force the Chinese 
to move across the river into 
Korea with the bulk of their 500,- 
000-man Manchurian army to de- 
fend the power plants supplying 
Chinese industry.

_ Since that time, several organ- 
izations have dropped their mem- 
bership, but others have been add- 
ed so that 24 major civic groups 
are now represented. Board mem- 
bers serve staggered three-year 
terms. 


The board works in conjunction 
with the police committee of City 
Council, which bases its recom- 
mendation to the council on the 
decision of the screening group. A 
city ordinance requires that all 


groups soliciting funds outside: 


their membership must get a per- 
mit from the council. 


Groups hoping tq make fund- 
raising appeals in Atlanta usually 
make their applications on a mim- 
eographed form provided by the 
board. The application seeks to 
learn the nature of the sponsoring 
organization, amount of money to 
be raised, cost of the campaign, 
and dates of the proposed drive. 


The board then decides whether 
the campaign to he staged is in 
the public interest. Approval is 
granted to most of the well-estab- 
lished campaigns. 


Others are sometimes refused 
permission for drives, but only 
after a careful investigation and 
conscientious study by members of 
the board. 

Recently the Fund Appeals 
Board faced its most vexing and, 
in Moore’s words, “unpleasant” 
problem in its five-year history. 

Both the Crippled Children’s 
League of Georgia, sponsored by 
the Elks, and the Georgia Society 
for Crippled Children and Adults 
made application to conduct Easter 
seal fund raising campaigns in the 
,State at the same time. 


At the time the applications 
were made, board members ex- 
pressed the feeling they were be- 
ing “put on the spot” since sepa- 
rate campaigns by the two groups 
could only hurt the crippled chil- 
dren. 


The matter was referred to a) 


nonpartisan citizens board for 
study in hope that the two organi- 
zations could resolve long-standing 
differences and join in a joint 
campaign. 

Several weeks ago, however, 
the matter again came to a head 
with the announcement by Robert 
Pruett, chairman of the League's 
Board of Directors, that his group 
felt it could not possibly work with 
the Society, which has national 
sponsorship, in staging a joint 
fund-raising campaign. 

After lengthy discussion, the 
board decided to withhold ap- 
proval of either application. In a 
resolution the board urged that 
a united campaign be made, and 
that in the interest of promoting 
such a move, it offered the serv- 
ices of a negotiating committee. 
There has been no further action 
since that time.

On Civil Rights 

The election returns have precluded of 
Fair Employment Practices legislation and 
other so-called civil rights measures for the 

‘next two years, but they have not killed 
outright these proposafs which are dear to 
the hearts of pressure groups. 

We have contended all along that the 
FEPC and such are unworkable and im- 
practical, not to say probably unconstitu- 
tional as well. They are force bills of the 
worst sort and in the South likely would 
provoke far more trouble than they would 
cure. 

Proponents of these bills recognize all 
this, but fhey continue to press for enact- 
ment because of the appeal to bloc voting 
groups in pivotal States. A small number 
of such votes in-key States easily could 
swing a national election. 

Now Jim Farley, one-time master strat- 
egist of the Democratic Party, suggests that 
the President and his more zealous follow- 
ers abandon the civil rights program and 
invite leaders of the South to solve the 
problems on a regional and State basis. 

There are, of course, problems to be 
solved. But Mr. Farley believes, as do 
most of us in the South, that to threaten 
the South with drastic Federal legislation 
is the worst approach to improving race 
relations. For the most part, those prob- 
lems are being solved in that manner now, 
and at a faster pace than outsiders are 
willing to believe.

Trees—Insurance 
And Investment 


In California and Nevada floods have 
left 10,000 people homeless. Waters have 
inundated business sections of cities. Dam- 
age is in the millions. 


In Georgia rivers and smaller streams 
frequently overflow their banks, but so far 
we have been fortunate enough to escape 
catastrophic damage. 


Anyone who has watched the progress 
of soil conservation in Georgia in recent 
vears could hardly help being impressed. 
Streams, though still a far cry from the 
way they were when white settlers came, 
are clearing perceptibly. Georgia is going 
in for year-around pastures which hold the 
water in the soil, where it ought to be, and 
also hold the soil in place. . 

Reforestation, too, is taking hold. It 
got a big boost at a conference here the 
other day when the combined resources of 
most of the State’s banks, the railroads, the 
Georgia Forestry Commission, the U. S. 
Forestry Department and the TVA were 
pledged in a program aimed at planting 
400,000,000 to 500,000,000 trees in the next 
few years. The sponsors hope to step up 
the rate to about 100,000,000 plantings a year 
from the present rate of about 40,000,000. 


Over 200 Georgia banks will furnish 
tree-planting machines for their respective 
communities. 

Though two-thirds of Georgia’s area 
now is in woodlands, in too many cases 
that is about the extent of it. The timber 
largely has been cut. For a long time big 
landowners have been following reforesta- 
tion practices. The small landowner, with 
not so much at stake, has been slow to 
follow. 

Reforestation not only is insurance 
against flood damage, but—like pasture 
lands grazing beef cattle—also is an excel- 
lent long-term investment. New demands 
for lumber and pulpwood make it more so. 

We noted the other day that expendi- 
tures by the State Forestry agency in- 
creased last year about $600,000. If the 
money was wisely spent, it was a good 
investment. The State now offers forest 
fire protection to all counties that want it, 
and most of them are accepting.

Have It Rough 


ELLIS ISLAND, N. Y.—Thanksgiving began 
as a day on which a group of English immi- 
grants gave thanks for being able to weather the 
rigors of one year on a new continent. 


Today, three centuries later, immigrants are still arriving in 
small numbers in this country, only on this Thanksgiving Day the 
latest arrivals have little to be thankful for. 

For the Statue of Liberty which once welcomed new arrivals 
like a beacon of hope in New York’s cluttered harbor, stands with 
its back turned, both actually and figuratively, on Ellis Island. 


This austere island has been doing a brisk 

usiness since the McCarran Communist 
control law went into effect. And Thanksgiving Day is “anything 
but that for those who came seeking the land of promise, but found 
themselves shunted behind the red brick walls and high wire 
fences here along with stowaways and undesirable aliens. 


Immigrants come along only in a trickle now—about 1,000 a 
month, compared with a million or so a month in the old days. 
And ironically, out of the approximate 1,000 new arrivals since 
the McCarran Act, only a handful are suspected of being Commu- 
nists. The rest are guilty of nothing more than belonging to a 
Hitler or Mussolini front, usually as school kids or to get rations. 

To get the human story behind the law, you have to visit Ellis 
Island yourself. There the detainees stand in sullen clusters, 
gazing longingly at the New York skyline.

‘Pivotal Core of Freedom’ 


The problem was pinpointed here in Atlanta last week from two different direc- 
tions, and when the lines were drawn the meeting point came, as it has so often 
in our history, at the intersection of the roads of liberty and sacrifice. The manag- 
ing editors of the Associated Press papers of the nation were gathered to talk pro- 
fessional problems and to hear from experts their opinions of America’s position 


in the clash of the East and West. 


Three speakers were invited to summarize the situation. 


Mili- 


tarily, there were. Gen. Orhar Bradley, chairman of the Chiefs of Staff of the U. S. Military Forces, 


and Russell Brines, chief of the Associated Press Bureau in Tokyo. 


on the Korean war. The other spoke of that war 
and of all the fronts we face around the globe. 
Economically and politically, there was coverage 
in the person of W. Averell Harriman, former 
ambassador to Moscow and Great Britain and 
now special assistant to the President. 


Together, the three speakers presented a 
three-dimensional picture of what the nation 
faces, and in so doing, because they are all men 
of perception, the total added up to the same 
figure in each column. 


One phrase, by General Bradley, seemed 
to sum up completely the place of America 
today in a world of fear and uncertainty. He 
said the United States was the “pivotal core 
of freedom.” 


The speakers agreed that this nation is the 
strongest, and thereby the natural leader, of the 
forces arrayed in opposition to the spread of 
Communist aggression, and they agreed that 
there was no alternative but to exercise the re- 
sponsibility of leadership and to weld a free 
world which eventually would prove stronger 
than’ the forces of slavery and suppression. 

General Bradley and Mr. Harriman particu- 
larly emphasized why we would take that course. 
We would take it, they said, because that was 
the only true door open to the American people. 
We made our decision nearly 200 years ago, in the 
Declaratior?® of Independence, General Bradley 
said, and there was no turning back on the pre- 


. mise of individual liberty upon which this nation 


was founded. Mr. Harriman declared that we 
had always moved forward, that never in our 
history had we failed to go in the direction of 
our destiny of individual freedom. 

We have the capability of winning peace, he 
said. and he added that this was the first time 
in history the strongest nation in the world was, 
at the same time, the outstanding spokesman for 
peace. 

Mr. Brines is a realistic man. He said that 
we were at war with Communist China. Fun- 
damentally, he was right in his definition in that 


One gave a report from the field 


Americans are killing Chinese and Chinese are 
killing Americans. Officially, however, we 
aren't at war. 

Both Mr. Harriman -and General Bradley, as 
had President Truman and Dean Acheson earlier, 
emphasized that we would go to great lengths to 
avoid being at war, officially, with the Chinese 
Communists. General Bradley put it simply. He 
said that if the Yalu River dams, for instance; 
were troubling the Chinese we would be glad ta 
talk the situation over with them and attempt to 
arrive at a mutual agreement. President Tru< 
man had said we would take “any honorable step’”’ 
to achieve agreement. ‘, 

Speaking of the employment of satellites by; 
the Kremlin to wage war, Mr. Brines declar 
we were facing “cut-rate imperialism which som 
day might cut our throats.” He said the Chin 
Reds sought to pin us into a winter campaign 
in Korea which would leave the Kremlin free 
for new adventures. 

' New aggression is the problem. 


Gengral Bradley and Mr. Harriman gave 
their answers. We would bolster our mili- 
tary establishment and dedicate our economy. 
We would seek to build a community of na- 
tiens militarily and economically able to 
withstand the onslaught. It is our role, they 
said, to this. We are the “pivotal core of 
freedom.” | 


There is uncultivated ground to be won in 
this battle of lands and peoples, Mr. Harriman 
emphasized. He said that we must provide guid- 
ance for those countries arising from colonialism. 
We must teach them to produce, both in an 
agrarian and industrial way, so that they would 
not be lured by the false call of communism. 

Because our civilization ‘is on the spot, and 
because that spot might be marked by an “X,” 
it is to be our sacrifice to mobilize our manpower, 
our industry, our money to hold inviolate for 
today and the future the personal fortress of the 
dignity of man,

Held Vital to Economy

“There is one factor that all 


must keep in mind. Air transpor- 
tation domestically is a more vi- 
tal part of our economy today 
than in World War II, and is of 
necessity a definite part of the 
productive machine that would 
be put into operation. The lack 
of air transportation for civilians 
can retard general production if 
this factor is not given greater 
consideration.” 

Discussing the question from 
another angle, Patterson said: 

“The industry is in a much bet- 
ter position as far as our total 
lift is concerned as compared to 
World War II. It depends en- 
tirely upon the scope of any fu- 
ture war as to our ability to serve 
civilians. 

“Furthermore, it depends en- 
tirely on where that war takes 
place. If there should be a war 
in China with a supply line of 
some 7,000 miles, it is natural to 
assume that the number of air- 
craft involved would be greater 
in proportion than World War 
II. If that is the case, then ci- 
vilian travel would be limited 
in about the same proportion as 
it was at that time.” 


Patterson told me he thought 
his industry would end the cur- 
rent year with the best net earn- 
ings in its history. 

“We anticipate,” he said, “a 
substantial increase in freight, ex- 
press, mail and passenger reve- 
nues for the fourth quarter of 
this year. There will be a (sea- 
sonal) decline, but the fall-off 
will level out at a higher point 
than in previous years. The air- 
transport industry should have 
the best earning year it has had 
in its history.” 

Patterson foreshadowed a com- 
ing increase in passenger fares, 
probably first taking the form 
of elimination of promotional 
rates. 

Queried about the existing rate 
structure, he observed: 

“The air-rate structure is on a 
very uncertain foundation, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
we appear to be on our way to- 
ward further increases in cost of 
operation.

Eventually 13 units similar to 
Atlanta’s will be set up across the 
country. Three others are already |

serves Southeastern veterans over 
a five-state area and is a model 
for others being planned. 


Audiologist J. A. (Al) Simmons, 
who has charge of fitting deaf vet- 
erans with the most modern hear- 
ing devices, is proud of a compli- 
cated machine he terms a “hearing 
analyzer.” 


Much research went into that 
analyzer, built and rebuilt espe-. 
cially for the Atlanta VA unit. 


The $4,000 machine affords 
“pure audiometry tone” and an- 
alyzes hearing and speech losses 
to the nth degree. Simmons is able 
to fit nearly 40 veterans monthly 
with hearing aids best suited to 
their particular disabilities. 

More than 500 Georgia veterans 
have been fitted. Modern hearing 
aids—those of 10 separate manu- 
facturers are used by the VA here 
—are a far cry from old cumber- 
some battery types which actual- 
ly fatigued the wearer. 

A vacuum-tube type and a 
“magnetic mike” are among new- 
est aids which improve fidelity 
and decrease size of aids. Bat- 
teries are from one-half to one- 
fifth the size of old ones, Simmons 
explains. 

Hearing tests are only part of 
the training program the Atlanta 
unit has set up for hard-of-hear- 
ing veterans. Four phases of re- 
habilitation are stressed: (1) se- 
lecting and fitting hearing aids on 
the spot: (2) lip-reading instruc- 
tion; (3) auditory training for men 
and women who “need to learn 
how to listen all over again,” and 
(4) speech correction and speech 
conservation. 

Miss Martha P. Turner is the 
other audiologist on the Atlanta 
unit staff. She stresses speech 
training is an integral part of

Concussion from gunfire and 
middle ear infections cause major- 
ity of hearing defects among vet- 
erans, Simmons said.

Poor old woman—what had 
she to be thankful for now? 

Her eyes were heavy with death but luminous 
with spiritual incandescence. Mustering strength 
she spoke, “Much obliged, dear Lord, for such fine 
friends.” She never spoke again, but her words 
strike a responsive chord in every American heart 
today. 

Br. Suiliey There is a legend about two angels who were 
sent to earth to gather up the prayers of men. One was to fill his 
basket with the petitions of mankind and the other to gather their 
thanksgiving. Sometime later they returned to the Father's house. 
One had a basket heaped high and running over with the innumer- 
able petitions of men. The other returned with a sad and heavy heart. 
His basket was almost empty. 

Christ one day healed 10 lepers. Only one of them returned to 
thank Him. The other nine though healed of their leprosy retained 
the curse of selfish ingratitude—a plague of the soul far worse than 
any disease of the body. 

Gratitude is an affair of the heart and is not dependent on out- 
ward circumstances. Not long ago I talked with a man in my study 
who has achieved remarkable success in his business. He frankly 
said that he was making more money than he had ever made before, 
but life had gone sour for him..He complained about the business 
ethics of his competitors, high taxes, the Korean war, the constant 
appeals for money by his community and church. His spring of joy 
had become a stagnant, smelly pool. 

On that same day I saw a woman at Emory Hospital whose days 

‘and nights are filled with unceasing pain. Suffering had touched her 
face with lines of exquisite beauty. As I turned to leave she asked 
that I offer a prayer of thanksgiving for God’s goodness. 

Our Pilgrim fathers gave thanks on the bleak shores of an un- 
known land in a context of struggle, toil, and death. The hymn “Now 
Thank We All Our God” was written in a time of pestilence by a 
minister who had buried so many dead that a lesser man would have 
surrendered ta deepest despair. Paul who lived a hounded life punc- 
tuated his epistles with exclamation points of praise: “Thanks be to 
God! Thanks be to God¢” 

We need to temember that. there is something in the heart of our 
eternal God which responds with joy to every expression of our 
gratitude. It is said that once when Sir Michael Costa was having a

as the mighty chorus rang out with the thunder of the organ, and 
roll of drums, and sounding horns, and cymbals clashing, a man who 
played the piccolo far away up in some corner said within himself, 
“In all this din it matters not what I do!” and so ceased to play.

TV JOINS THE NAVY 


URING the last war, millions 

of recruits suffered through 
sleep-inducing lectures and train- 
ing films. Today’s trainees have 
something more interesting in 
store for them. 

After extensive experiments, the 
Third Naval District has begun 
using television to instruct reserv- 
ists in 19 training centers in the 
New York area.

Ten thousand Georgia business men are pooling their efforts to sow the seeds of 


democracy 


abroad and rekindle the lamps of education in backward and war-torn coun- 


tries of the world. And the U. S. State Department is recognizing their efforts. 


They are the members of 156 
Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs of 
who are showing the way 
for rest of America in an in- 
ternational student exchange pro- 
gram aimed at promoting under- 
standing and good will among the 
peoples of the earth. 
It is one of the few bright spots 
today in a world picture of ture 
moi, confusion and fear. 


And it is but one of the un- 
selfish programs of service car- 
ried on at home and abroad by 
more than 20.000 business and 

tofessional men who make up 
79 Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions, Civi- 
tan, Optimist and Exchange Clubs 
in this State. 


The Rotarians began it 12 years 
ago by sending five Georgia boys 
to Eurdpe to study agricultural 
methods as one way of imple- 
menting Rotary's objective of in- 
ternational service. 

World War II quickly put a stop 
to the progeam, but when the 
war ended men like Kendall E. 
Weisiger, retired Atlanta tele- 
phone executive, realized there 
would be a pressing need to bring 
. students from war-ravisned coun- 
tries to America. 

‘Weisiger had traveled abroad 
befo-e the war. He had the idea 
afd the “know how.” He got his 
Rotarians interested. 

As a result, 191 young college 
students from 24 countries have 
been brought to America since the 
war for a year of study under 
sponsorship of Georgia Rotarians. 

The Rotarians have raised 
money for the job and called on 
colleges and foundations tc give 
echolarships where they could, 
Rotarians in other countries have 
co-operated in selecting the stu- 
dents to come to America.

Times Have Changed: 
Sex Education Urged

Ideas about sex education have changed. Not long ago 


sex conversation around children was taboo. 


It was consid- 


ered almost sinful when the child of 4 or 5 acquired any 


real knowledge about sex. 


Parents were concerned, not 


with planning HOW to give such information, but how to 


avoid giving it. 

Times have changed. Today 
the experts consider it wise to 
give a child a wholesome and 
sound beginning in his under- 
standing of sex. For one thing it 
avoids coloring his later ideas 
and emotional attitudes on the 
subject. 

Even educated parents have 
found it difficult and embarras- 
ing to answer the questions 
which children ask about sex.

“PARENTS who were brought 
up in a strict household where 
sex talk was restricted should 
be re-educated,” according to 
Mrs. George T. Douglas, direc- 


tor of research for the Family 
Service Society. Mrs. Douglas 
talked to a group of young 
mothers Wednesday at a meet- 
ing sponsored by the American 
Association of University Wom- 
en. It was one in a series planned 
by the Child Study Group, head- 
ed by Mrs. Edward L. Askren. 

“When baby begins to talk he 
will want to know the names of 
things. He will say ‘WHAT, 
daddy?’ When he is older he 
will begin to ask, ‘WHY, daddy?’ 
He will want to know the reason 
for things. So when a child is 
four or five he will want to 
know where things come from.

“THEN all of a sudden, one 
day when you are least expect- 
ing it, he will ask right out 
loud, ‘Where did I come from?’ 

“It is strange that we can tell 
our children what makes a rain- 
bow or how an airplane flys, 
while telling them about them- 
selves, how the human body 
works and how life begins is 
hard and even embarrassing for 
most parents.” 

She stressed giving children 

truthful answers. “Information 
should be given frankly and 
openly, and without issuing 
mysterious cautions against talk- 
ing about these answers with 
other children or adults,” she 
said. 
* “Furthermore,” she added, “in 
early sex understanding, it is 
important that first impressions 
about sex be associated closely 
with the love of parents with 
each other which children are 
very sensitive to.” 


All the meat is bought in 
whole pieces according to Lt. 
William E. Flanders in charge 
of the dining hall for automo- 
tive mechanics at Atlanta Gen- 
eral Depot.

Only a one to two- 
day supply of canned foods are 
kept in the storage rooms of the 
food service hall. They grind 
their own coffee, using three 
pounds to serve 100 men. Meat 
is ordered a day in advance and 
there are three deliveries each 
week on vegetables. 


The Army believes that great- 
est morale builder is right in the 
kitchen and that’s why they are 
being so very careful to give the 
best in foods and preparation. 
Of the personnel used in the 
kitchens at Atlanta General 
Depot 98,percent of them have 
had at least six months’ train- 
ing. 

And if you’re wondering what 
the boys in service will be eat- 
ing this Thanksgiving for dinner 
here is the meal setup for ail 
the boys in service: Green olives, 
celery sticks, sweet pickles, 
shrimp cocktail with sauce and 
lemon wedges, roast turkey with 
celery dressing, giblet gravy, 
cranberry sauce, whipped pota- 
toes, candied sweet potatoes, 
buttered peas, individual Wal- 
dorf salad on lettuce and hard 
candies.

Due to Draft

Say you have a son in 
high school. Naturally you 
have high hopes for him— 
or did have. But nowadays 
he’s apt to step into Uncle 
Sam’s higher education 
classes before his high 
school sheepskin is dry. 


Mothers and fathers may 
decide that planning for 
their sons’ futures is futile. 
Things are so uncertain. 


“Phooey,” say vocational guid- 
ance experts, politely. Junior, 
who may feel it’s a little hope- 
less fo0, would do well to decide 
on a career for himself. Young 
men drafted into the Armed 
Forces may be assigned to tasks 
they would have chosen any- 
how, and which will further 
their eventual careers. 

A human being, say counsel- 
lors, must have a goal to keep 
him going forward. A man can 
work toward his career, even 
though he’s in the Army:;-Dur- 
ing the last war the Army dis- 
tributed printed information 
about future civiliam occupa- 
tions to keep those goals alive. 

Though draftees may think 
so, when they get their greet- 
ings, life in the armed forces is 
not the END of life. Discharges 
do come, and after them, civilian 
work. If a boy hasn’t decided 
by the time he gets out what 
sort of career he wants, he’s 
right back where he was when 
he donned military garb. 

But how can a boy decide for 
sure what he wants to be” 

That's where the vocational 
guidance experts come in. If the 
boy is in high school, he has 
but to consult with school coun- 
selors to find out his aptitudes 
and potentialities. Or he may 
seek advice from government 
agencies (state employment 
service), community and social 
agencies, and private counselors 
who operate on a fee basis. 

An advisor won't tell a boy
